Europe's Vanishing Money 


A 


T the height of high prices in this country the dollar was 


worth about half what it was in 1913. In Austria the 


crown has depreciated as much as this during the last thirty 
days, and is now worth between one tenthousandth and one 
fourteen-thousandth of its pre-war value. In other words, if 
any Austrian had managed to attain a savings account in 1913 
•worth $14.000 it would now, not counting interest, be worth 
about $1. Of course, this is not depreciation; it is extinction.) 
The crown is going where the ruble went. 


The German mark is following, tho not so rapidly. Lastj 


week it stood at about one one-hundred-and-eightieth of its par j 
value; this week, following on the failure of the London confer-! 
ence, it has gone as low as one two-hundred-and-thirty-eighth i 
of its par value. It is as true of the mark as it is of the crown . 
that the restoration of par value is not only impossible but un-, 
desirable. What is needed is stability, whether attained at one j 
tenth or one ten-thousandth or one millionth of par value, i 
Business men would find it as hard to reckon a rising market as | 
on a falling one. 
I 


But stability of money in Europe is impossible until it is, 


known exactly how much Germany will have to pay on her in-j 
demnity account and under what conditions. Until the rcpara-l 
tions question is settled—that is, until ordinary banking sense, 
governs Paris and London—international trade on the normal j 
pre-war scale cannot be restored.

ROM every point of view the railway men who abandoned 


their trains the other day in the little desert towns of Cali- 


fornia and Arizona made a serious mistake. The act revealed a 
decay in railway morale which would make some of the old 
timers, who hauled their trains faithfully thru flood, fire, bliz- 
zard, and every other obstacle. God-made or man-made, turn 
over in their graves. But it is significant that we heard of thnse 
men in the desert when they violated their trust, not when they 
remained true to it. 


Year in and year out. ever since the Central Pacific, South- 


ern Pacific, Santa'Fe. and Salt Lake pushed their rails thru those 
suddenly inhospitable wildernesses, the men who run the trains 
have been plugging away, guarding the comfort and safety of 
their passengers, and getting their trains thru, whenever they 
could, on time. They are quite different from the persons re- 
ferred to in the vaudeville catch, who "never would be missed"; 
for the moment they stop work we miss them atrociously. Many 
of them live a great part of their lives in the very deserts where 
transcontinental passengers find it a real hardship to spend a 
few torrid nights and days. Barstow. Noodles. Flagstaff, Yuma, 
Las Vegas. Sparks, and many other desert towns, which to the 
traveller are like so many dots on a map. are all the homes some 
railway men have; they even brin^r up their children there. 


There are worse places, for the forlornest desert has its 


charms, but some heroism and much more patience are required 
every day in the year to keep tho trains moving. This is worth 
remembering, even if it turns the edge of a quite just indigna- 
tion.

NE of the sad truths a very hot or a very cold spell teaches 


is that mankind is very rarely and in very few places pe.r- 


fectly adapted to the world in which it lives. There are a few
